BRINGS CRISIS AT SPRINGFIELD 


(BY A BTAFF CORRESPONDENT} 
Springfield, III.. May 17.—{Special.}]—Gov. 
Deneen, straight from the shoulder tonight, 
charged the water power trust, which he ac- 
cuses of grabbing the water power sites 
along the proposed waterway, with direct 
responsibility. for legislative anarchy ip 


Springfield. 

The governor was goaded into issuing the 
public statement by a remarkable speech 
from ‘the floor of the house made by Speaker 
Charles Adkins. 

Mr. Adkins said with all of the deliberate 
ness that was in him that he accepted the 
entire responsibility for the choking, openly 
and viciously, of the administration deep 
waterway bill, 

Sounds Knell of Waterway. 

He announced that he would recognize no 
member of the house for any purpose con- 
nected with the deep waterway bill. The 
‘measure is now held up in the committee of 
which Representative Smejka) is chairman. 

The speaker, assuming the responsibility, 
gave notice that the committee would have 
2 hearing on the bill, would not consider it, 
and would make no report to the house. 

As a reason for this unparalleled act, ao 
tar as the I!linols legislature is concerned, 
| Speaker Adkins raised the cry of “ exeoutive 
interference.” 

He said membere had come to him with 
the complaint that the governor’ s appointees 
‘were here in a huge body attempting to force 
recakitrants to vote for the administration 
bill. 


Deneen Assails Speaker in Reply. 

The governor's statement given to the pub- 
lic at 10 o'clock tonight is a cold review of 
the facts from his standpoint. He says in 
plain language the speaker has violated the 
| constitution and that he is the creature of a 
rotten minority which is a remnant of ea 
crooked bipartisan organization of the last 
legislate and continued in this general ae- 
sembly. 

This rotten minority, the governor asserts, 
is guided in its course as regards the deep 
waterway legislation by the water power 
trust which already bas gobbled the availa dle 
sites between Lockport and Utica, and is still 
looking for more. 

The governor did not say in his statement, 
but it may be asserted with the greatest de- 
gree of positiveness that the assassination 
of the deep waterway bill means an extra ses- 
sion of the general assembly. The date may 
be June 1 and it may be later, but that there 
ig to be one is absolutely certain. 


Adkins Seen as Candidate. 

The entire affair has been the most sensa- 
tional, politically or otherwise, which has 
deen ed in Springfield during this ses- 
sion of the legislature. By Speaker Adkins’ 
own personal and political advisers his 
declaration from the floor was hailed im- 
mediately as his announcement as a candi- 
date for the Republican nomination for 
governor on the anti-waterway issue. . 

That the reply of the governor tonight wil 
have 4 tremendous effect upon the members 
of the legislature when it reaches them tomor- 
row is a foregone certainty and every pros- 
pect points to a genera) smashup during the 
closing hours of the general assembly, which, 
Speaker Adkins said plainly, will be at 12 
o'clock Friday midnight. 

In the governor’s statement he describes 
the crisis which confronts the waterway 
project as it affects the negotiations between 
the federal government through President 
Taft and the state of Illinois. 

This is the point which the governor feels 
will justify am extra session on the- water 
way. 

The action of Speaker Adkins this morn- 
ing was as unexpected as it was unprece- 
dented. He called Representative Chiperfield 
to the chair. 


Adkins’ Speech from the Floor. 

Mr. Adkins in opening his speech from the 
floor asked the indulgence of the house on “ a 
little matter of personal privilege.” He began 
by declaring that on every matter that has 
come before the house every member has 
been perfectly free to exercise his own judg- 
ment and to satisfy his own conscince in vot- 
ing so far as the chair was concerned. 

“On every matter that shall come before 
this legislature in the remaining hours of 
this session, he said, I do not feel and do 
not want any member to feel any hesitancy 
in voting as judgment and conscience Ko- 
tates.

Engineers Allowed Time to Pre-

Chicago’s subway policy under the present 
administration was agreed upon yesterday, 

At the suggestion of Mayor Harrison, who 
took part in the discussion, the council com- 
mittee on local transportation placed itself 
on record as favoring absolute municipal own- 
ership of the subways, the construction to be 
paid for entirely by the city without aid from 
the traction companies or any other outside 
source. 

The initial cost will be paid from the city’s 
traction funds, and the construction will be 
limited to the extent of these funds unleas 
other municipal funds are found available. 

The decision was regarded as a blow to an 
advocates of subway construction by private 


capital and it was a flatfooted declaration | 


that the city would not risk its absolute title 
to the bores by the acceptance of financial 
assistance from any corporation uaing them, 
although the 1907 traction ordinances pro- 
vide that the companies can be called upon to 
contribute $5,000,000 toward subway con- 
struction. 


Hearings Will Be Public. 
A second decision of the committee planned 
a series of hearings on subway plans, the first 
of which will be held next Monday at 3 p. 
m. They will be open to the public. Three 
engineers who have presented subway recom 
mendations or pians to the council will be in- 


vited to present arguments in support of their | 


plans. They are Bion J. Arnold, chairman of 
the board of supervising engineers and de- 
signer of the New York subways, City Eng. 
neer John Ericson, under whose supervision 
the municipal subway bureau prepared the 
Plane known es the Johnston plans, and 
George W. Jackson, who submitted a report 
to the council, 

It is to give each of them a day 
before the committee, the decision as to who 
shall appear on Monday resting with Chair- 
man Peter Reinberg. He will endea vor to 
communicate with each of them and deter- 
mine what days Daeg 910 wating signe 
the committee, which probably will meet 


again either Tuesday or Wednesday and may 


hold evening sessions if the plan discussion 


lengthens out. 
Mayor Asks to Be Consulted. 

Mayor Harrison appeared at the committee 
meeting early in the afternoon, when several 
rouffne matters were under discussion, and 
asked to be notified when the subway dis- 
cussion was taken up. When he had been 
called back Chairman Reinberg made the re- 
port of the subcommittee which last week 
agreed that the commit*ce should retain con- 
trol of subway planning, inetead of handing 
it over to a commission. This report was 
adopted. 

There ig one other thing I would like to 
see fie committee do,” said the mayor, “ 
that is adopt a policy of municipal] owner- 
ship and construction of the subway with the 
city's share of the traction company profits 
or such other funds as may be available for 
city use.“ 

Ald. Charles M. Foell who acted as spokes- 
man for the Republican minority on the com- 
mitté’, questioned the wisdom of suche step. 
He declared himself absolutely in favor of 
municipal ownership of the subway and con- 
trol of it through leases to the users, but he 
express a doubt of the wisdom of limiting 
the committee's study to @ subway such as 
can de built from the traction fund, which 
now contains $6,100,835, and is increasing at 
the rate of $1,500,000 a year. 


Mayor Agrees with Ald. Foell, 

“I feel that the committee ahould deter- 
mine the city’s needs, he said, and then. 
if the kind of subway needed can be built 
with the traction fund, this policy would be 
all right. But if the kind of subway needed 
cannot be built in this way, I do not believe 
the committee is warranted in closing the 
way for obtaining additional funds through 
enabling legislation.” 

The mayor agreed with Ald. Foell in this 
matter, and explained that his primary rea- 
son for urging the policy was to place the 
administration on record as opposed to avail- 
ing itself of the traction ordinance provision 
that the companies can be called upon to aid 
in tunnel building. 

“The moment we accept thelr aid our 
title will be clouded,” he said. “and as 
long as the city controls the subways it con- 
trols the traction situation. The entire pro- 
gram should be settled upon in advance, as 
much of the system as possible should bé de- 
veloped with funds on hand, and then addi- 
tions should be made as fast as they become 
necessary and the funds become avallable 


‘Opposed to Downtown Terminals. 

The mayor mentioned in his remarks that 
the Arnold plan estimated that the initial 
subways could be constructed with the now 
available traction funds. He said he wanted 
through routes, not downtown terminals. 

Ald. Foell agreed with the mayor that a 
through route subway would do away with 
the congestion now caused by the union 
loop and would be best for the city. 

„ Chicago will not need a large subway 
like New York's for at least fifty years to 
come,” said Mr. Harrison. of the 
pledges of my election was that I would give 
the people a municipally owned subway, and 
that is my policy now. What I ask is that 
the committee go on record for a municipally 
owned suoway, built with the funds now in 
the hands of the city, obtained as the city’s 
portion of traction receipts, and not take 
any money from outsiders. If you take 
money from the street car companies they 
become part owners of the subway, and I 
do not want this f 


Committee States Position. 
Explaining his choice of a through route 
subway, the mayor said that with Chicago 
avenue on the north, Halsted street on the 
west, and Sixteenth street on the south as the 
extremities of a through route subway ele- 
vated trains and street cars could shoot under 
the downtown district, afford rapid transpor- 
tation, and thereby be an immense benefit to 
the working people in getting them to work 
rapidly.

THE BRODERICK CASE. 


The testimony in reference to the charge 
of wrong doing against present Senator John 
Broderick will be found in many and differ- 
ent parts of the various records received in 
evidence before your committee as also in the 
testimony of some of the witnesses appearing 
in this investigation may be found ctir- 
cumstances and facts shedding more or less 
light upon this particular question. 

This case was tried in the Circuit court of 
Sangamon county before a jury and resulted 
in a verdict of acquittal. The proof there 
and before the United States senatorial 
committee showed the following substantial 
state of facts. 

From the testimony of D. W. Holstlaw it 
appeared that on the night of May 25, 1909, in 
the city of Springfield, Senator Broderick 
approached Holstlaw and asked him for 
whom he intended to vote for United States 
senator. Holstlaw informed him that he, 
Holstlaw, had made up his mind to vote for 
Lorimer, whereupon Broderick expressed ap- 
proval and at the same time informed Holst- 


Money Received by Holstlaw. 

“Subsequently Hostlaw received,.a letter 
from Broderick - requesting him to Caml at 
‘Broderick’s saloon in Chicago and on June 
16, 1909; Holstiaw presented hittiself and there 
received from Broderick $2,500 which he, 
Holstlaw, immediately deposited in the State 
Bank of Chicago. 

Proof of this depoajt is clear. Both Holst- 
law and Broderick were Democratic members 
of the senate and both voted for Lorimer, a 
Republican, on the day of his election. Brod- 
erick’s saloon was-then on the west side of 
the city of Chicago, about a mile from the 
business center of the city. 

“ Holstlaw was a banker and farmer at 
Iuka, III., and an active and prominent mem- 
ber of the Baptist church, He testified that 
again in July, 1900, he called at Broderick’s 
saloon and there received $700, his share of 
the jackpot. 

“Against the testimony of Holstlaw was 


ever promised or paid the money in question, 
besides which he offered the testimony of ex- 
Senator Jandus, Walz, and his bartender, all 
of whom swore that they were present dur- 
ing the time of Holstlaw's visit and that there 
was no opportunity afforded at any time for 
the passing of any money. In this regard 
Holstlaw testified that Broderick took him 
into a private office and paid the money, and 
that Jandus was present on one of the occa- 
sions in question, but which one he does not 
remember. 


Broderick as a Witness. 

“There is no denial of Holstlaw's visit 
to Broderick’s place of business, and no good 
reason offered why Holstlaw should have 
gone there, unless it was to receive the 
money. Briderick testifies that he voted for 
Lorimer because of friendship. 
It should be noted that when Senator 


| Broderick was called as a witness before the 


United States senatorial] committee he de- 
clined to testify with reference to the identity 
of the persons who were present at that time 
or to answer whether or not he had written a 
letter requesting Holstlaw to call. His re- 
fusa} in these several respects was placed 
upon the ground that thereby he might be 


‘| required to give evidence against himself, 


and when asked later upon his trial in Sanga- 
mon county why he had so deelined to testify 
de stated that he was fearful that if he did 
so disclose the names of such witnesses they 
might be tampered with by others. 

The evidence shows that Jandus was then 
and for a long time had been a close friend 
of Briderick and was his legal representa- 
tive, and that Walz was equally friendly and 
had been selling him cigars for about twelve 
years and calling at his place of business 

Bivy every day. The bartender had been 
in Broderick’s employ for more than five 
years. 

In this matter your committee also sub- 
mits the record proof taken in said trial, to- 
gether with the above presentation ofthe 
substantial facts involved, for such action by 
your honorable body as to you may seem 
fit and proper. All of which is respectfully 
submitted.”

By the same resolution the senate decided 
to make no attempt to review the action of 
the judge because of the uncertainty as to 
whether the matter could be heard upon its 


merits by the upper court. 


_ Petit: Défended by e ae ie 

Senator James A. Henson of Decatur was 
the only member who argued against the 
adoption of the resolution, and his appeal 
was in the nature of a persona! one for Judge 
Petit. He said the senate should give the 
judge credit for having acted conscientiously 
according to his con@eption of the law. Ke 
said that if the resolution were passed it 
would result in Judge Petit’s being “ ban- 
ished from society and thrown out of office 
at the next election with a terrible stigma 
on his name, 


Senator Jones in answer said that even if- 


some judge did think the senate had no right 


to conduct such an inquiry as the Helm in- 


vestigation, it would still be proper for the 
senate to insist on its rights and to give no 
counteffance to attacks upon them. 

„The judge had before him,” he said, “‘ the 
matter of the legal sufficiency of certain 
subpeenas. After deciding that matter he 
went on and attempted to interfere with the 
legislative branch of the government, usurp- 
ing powers that he had no claim to. The 
theory of the constitution is that the senate 
is absolutely free, independent, and supreme 
in determining the qualifications of its own 
members. 


Sees Senate Power Usurped. 

When it passes a resolution for that pur- 
pose and proceeds to act under it, no judge 
in the land has the power to vacate that 
resolution -or to nullify the process issued 
in pursuance of it. When any judge attempts 
to take to himself powers which he does 
not possess, and when, by such usurpation 
of power, he blocks the senate in the ex- 
ecution of its duties, we have a right to pro- 
test. 

“This is not a condemnation of Judge 
Petit personally. It is an affirmation of the 
senate’s constitutional rights and a denial 
of the legality of his interference with them. 
It is said that we should grant that he was 
conscientious and thought that he was per- 
forming a proper judicial function. Why 
did he not grant to the senate the presump- 
tion that it was conscientiously performing 
its legal functions? He criticised the action 
of the senate. This is a criticism of his 
action as a judge, not a personal attack. 

“We do not expect to affect the ease of 
Edward Tilden, but we do want to have a 
clear expression of this senate on a matter 
of public doctrine.”

BULL CLIQUE HIT 


ON CHICAGO BOARD 


“Sure Thing” Manipulation 
Declared Unlawful; Vast 
Profits Menaced. 


MAY OPTION CROWD HURT 


No More Grain Can Be Shipped 
to Other Markets and Sold 
at Sacrifice. 


Action was taken yesterday by the directors 
of the Chicago board of trade which is re- 
garded as a knockout blow to grain mantipu- 
lation in this market. 

it came in the form of a resolution, adopted 
after a sharp fight, branding as uncom- 
mercial and dishonorable conduct ”’ the prac- 
tice of marketing in other cities grain held 
in elevators here at prices lower than the 
relative price easily obtainable on the Chi- 
cago board of trade. 

The blow is aimed at the big wheat bulls 
who are now closing up their deal in the May 
option. It may result in a break in wheat 
quotations, with attendant heavy losses to 
the men who, as the result of the May cam- 
paign, have large quantities of that cereal on 
Rand. 

It is the follow up to the action of the 
directors om Tuesday ordering an investiga- 
tion into the May deal. What approaches 
closely to a serious scandal has grown out 
of this operation. 


Tong“ 15,000,000 Bushels. 


Conservative estimates place the amount 
that the bulls went “long” in May wheat. 


at about 15,000,000 bushels. This was all 
Bought in the pit. 

It has been the custom for the principals in 
any big manipulative deal on the board of 
trade to hold up the price of futures in the 
speculative market for the purpose of exact- 
ing tribute from the unlucky “ shorts.” This 
is exactly what was done in May wheat. 

Since May 1 the shorts have been able to 
deliver about 4,000,000 bushels. The remain- 
ing 11,000,000 busels was not obtainable and 
the shorts were compelled to come in and 
‘wettie in cash with the bulls for the paper 
wheat—wheat which they sold but did not 
possess and could rot deliver. 

The particular operation which the di- 
rectors of the bcard of trade seek to prevent 
would, under the usual practice, come in 
just here. 


Shipped Wheat Away. 
Instead of putting the 4,000,000 bushels of 
@elivered May wheat on the Chicago market, 
the bulls, in order to maintain their control 
over the Chicago market and to uphold top 
nctch prices here, so as to be able to con- 
ue to exact tribute from tHe shorts,“ 
weculd pay freight on this grain to markets 
like Buffalo and get rid of it at prices just 
enough under the relative Chicago quota- 
tions to enable them to sell it easily. 

They would take a logs in this operation, 
bud the loss would be no greater. than they 
faced had they paid elevator charges on the 
grain in Chicago, and by selling it in Buffale 
they would have this advantage—thet they 
could still maintain the upper hand in the 
Chicago market. 

The rule adopted by the directors of the 
board of de yesterday prevents this. It 
cuts the bulls off from marketing their de- 
lis ered wheat outside of Chicago at less than 
relative Chicago prices. They must either 
pay storage charges on it here or put it on 


the market and take the attendant losses 


Which a slump in prices will entail. 
Bulls Support the Market. 

A study of quotations for the May wheat 
shows how successfully the standpat pol- 
icy of the bulls’ worked out up to the time 
the board of trade directors interfered. The 
bulk of this grain was bought at $1 and 
over last fall. Then prices dropped to 84 
éents. Instead of selling out their long 
May, to have done which would have caused 
a bad break in quotations, the bulls simply 
*‘ stood pat.) and paid for all grain as fast 
as the shorts deliveréd it. 

The result was that as soon as: all the 
grain obtdinable—the 4,000,000 bushels men- 
tioned above—had been delivered, the 
“shorts began a scared scramble for grain 
with which to make their deliveries, and the 
pricé of grain in the Chicago market jumped 
up 14 cents. Meanwhile the bulls are said 
to have been marketing some of the 4,000,000 
bushels of delivered wheat at prices wer 
than Chicago prices in other cities. The 
tuſe adopted yesterday by the board of trade 
éirectors stops short this unloading. op- 
eration. 

Principals Under Cover. 

Just who are the principals in the opera- 
tions to be investigated is unknown to more 
than a few members. The Armour Grain 
company is admittedly the brokerage house 
for them, but George E. Marcy, president 
of the Armour Grain company, denied yes- 
terday that his firm was interested in May 
wheat. Moreover, he said, the Armour Grain 
company did not own any May wheat to 
speak of. but was simply acting as a broker. 
It is the general belief that there are sev- 
éral firms and individuals interested in the 
May deah A. J, Lichtstern and J. Ogden 
Atmour being popularly supposed to have a 
finger in the pie, while the Washburn-Crosby 
interests in the northwest and Winnipeg and 
eastern parties are also supposed to be in- 
terested. 

The largest shorts were the elevator inter- 


N ests other than the Armour concern. Shorts 


of this class simply Melivered out the grain, 
But the smal) fry ‘were not so fortunate. 


New Rule atens Loss. 

Since May 1, when Geliveries started, the 
bulis have been able to force settlement 
with most of the shorts. They find them. 
selves, however, with large quantities of de- 
livered grain on hand. The new rule vir 
tvally forbids them selling this anywhere 
éxcept in Chicago. 

To complicate the situation for the bulls, 

Chicago has beén the target for wheat from 
all parts of the country, for the manipulation 
which is now being complained of made prices 
relatively higher here than elsewhere. In- 
stead of buying cash wheat in Chicago, min- 
ers have taken advantage of the high prices 
for May and have unloaded their stocks. 

As the market stands now, the bullé still 
have enormous paper losses. Added to these 
Will be the heavy cost of carrying the enor- 
mous stocks of cash wheat délivered to them. 

With the time almost heré when the new 

crop wheat will be available, the chances are 
that the present holders of the cash wheat 
‘will be obliged to carry the grain for months, 
if they are not permitted to merchandise it 
on a ete lower basis than 3 at 
Chicago.

U.S. MAKES BRIEF 
‘TO HOLD PACKERS 


Prosecutor Contends That Oil | 


Decision Has No Bearing 
on Beef Cases. 


MEAT BARONS ALSO BUSY. 


Attorneys Present Petition for 
Rehearing of Arguments 
on Demurrer. ~ 


Attorneys for the government in the pack- 
ers’ cases began preliminary work on a 
brief yesterday afternoon in which they ex- 
pect to show that the Standard Oil decision 
contains nothing that has any bearing on the 
beef cases. 

In court some hours earlier, attorneys for 
the packers presented their petition for a re- 
hearing of arguments on a demurrer to the 
indictments against the packers, stating that 
they based their petition upon certain rulings 
in the decision given by the Supreme court 
ordering the Standard Oil company to dis- 
solve. 

After the formalities before Judge Car- 
penter of the United States District court, 
Special Assistant United States Attorney 
James H. Wilkerson said: 

“The question of ‘reasonable’ or un- 
reasonable,’ as read into the statute by the 
Supreme court is not in any way. at issye. 
Judge Carpenter has held that the statute is 
valid and that the:actions of the packers as 
charged in the indictment come within the 
law. Whether these actions are unreasona- 
ble or not is a point that will rest entirely 
with a jury, and we will so contend.” 


Miller Causes Another Delay. 

The packers’ cases entered another phase 
of delay when, at the opening of Judge Car- 
penter’s court, John 8. Miller, senior counsel 
for the defendants, moved to file a petitior 
for rehearing of arguments upon the demur- 
rer. Mr. Miller asked if the court would 
hear what he had to say in support of the 
motion. The judge replied: 

1 do not care to hear oral arguments on 
this question, and the court will direct that 
the attorneys file briefs within a week.” 

We include in our motion,“ said Mr. 
Miller, a request that your honor set aside 
your ordér overruling the demurrer in this 
“case.” 

How much time do you want? asked the 
court. That is, to prepare your petition?’ 

I believe we can have the brief ready in 
a week, said Mr. Miller. 

In the meantime the other motions, 
whatever they are, will be continued until 
this one is disposed of,’’ said the court. The 
other motion referred to was the appli- 
cation for a bill of particulars, which the 
attorney for the packers gave notice they 
would make yesterday. 


Agreement Is Reached. 

Tt was agreed that the attorneys for the 
government were to be served with coples 
of the brief and Mr. Wilkerson assured the 
court that his office in turn would furnigh 
copies af its bill to the defendants at the 
earliest possible moment. 

It really is not a matter of great impor- 
tance,’’ said Mr. Miller, as each side knows 
what the decision contained and knows the 
points to be urged here.”’ 

The first point I disposed of,“ said Judge 

Carpenter, in the opinion on the demurrer 
was that the Supreme court must regard this 
as a pénal statute and having given relief 
under sections 4 and 7 hes thereby approved 
of sections 1, 2, and 3.” 
For certain purposes,” interrupted Mr. 
Miller. There can be no purpose whatever 
of sections 4 and 7 of the Sherman act unless, 
to quote from the earlier sections. there can 
be a ‘violation of this act.“ That is the 
point, I believe, that needs discussion,“ the 
court concluded.“

EIGHT ARE HURT IN MELEE. 


Row Starts in Street Car When Man's 


Smoking Is Objected To. 


New York, May 17.—[Special.J—A negro 
valet named John Cain, 37 years old, ran 
amuck about 9 o’clock in Columbus avenue 
at One Hundred and Fourth street tonight 
and, so bystanders claim, not only attempted 
to stab, shoot, and blackjack those who 
fought him, but went out of his way to at- 
tack everybody in sight.

JOHN HALL, 36, chief clerk in the branch 
postoffice at One Hundred and Fifth street and 
Columbus avenue; stabbed in breast; died an hour 
and a half later in the J. Hood Wright hospital. 

SASOX SURELL, 45. of 58 West One Hundred 
and Sixth street; stgbbed in side and back; died 
at 1:40 o’clock in the J. Hood Wright hospital. 

Eight other persons were injured, none of 
them fatally. 


Fight Starts at 104th Street. 

Cain said after his arrest that his troubles 
began on a northbound Ninth avenue ele- 
vated train when a passenger remonstrated 
with him for smoking a cigar on the platform 
of the car.

HIGH POST FOR MADERO. 


Cabinet to Be Reorganized with 
His Advice and New Elec- 
tions Held. 


Mexico City, Stay '17.—The terms which 
President Diaz is willing to grant in order 
to restore peace to Mexico were made public 
today. They constitute practically a com- 
plete surrender to the iaureeet ee The terms 
are: 

President Diaz anid Vice President Cor- 
ral win resign before June 1 and a new 
election will be called within six months. 

Minister of Foreign Relations De la 
Barra will become president ad interim. 

Francisco. I. Madero, révolutionary 
leader, will be called to the Capita! to act 
as De la Barra's chief adviser. This will 
be virtually a joint: presidency. 

The cabinet will be reorganized. The 
minister of war will be named by De la 
Barra. The foreign office will be In charge 
of a subsecretary named by De la Barra. 
Other cabinet members will be chosen by 
De la Barra and Madero, acting jointly. 

' “Political amnesty will be regemmpnded 
to the amber of deputies. 
Wulle the cabinet council] at which it was 

decided to grant these terms was in session 
President Diaz was lying in a couch, too 
ill to sit up. It was from this sick bed that he 
dictated the statement which will end his 
rule over Mexico, — he has held for so 
many years. 


Will werreks One Demand. 

The resignation of Diaz and the joint 
regency” of De la Barra and Madero are 
said to constitute a guarantee so complete 
that the original insurrecto demand for four- 
teen governors no longer needs to be con- 
sidered. 

The 3 conditions were tele- 
graphed to Judge Carbajal, féderal envoy at 
Juarez, this afternoon with instructions to 
submit them to Gen. Madero. It they are ac- 
cepted, which is regarded as certain, it is 
firmly believed that a treaty of peace will 


follow. 


It is suggested that in the conditions one 


point over which a quibble may occur is that 
regarding the selection of the minister of 
war. The selection is left to De la Barra. 
The new ministér must be, according to the 
agreement of the ministers and the presi- 
dent, a general who has the good will and 
respect of the army.“ Many see in this an 
intimation that Gen. Bernardo Reyes will be 
the choice. In view of Madero’s open opposi- 
tion to Reyes it is reasonable to assume that 
he will not be acceptable. 


Agree on General Armistice. 

Juarez, Mexico, May 17.—A general five 
day armistice bétween the revolutioniste and 
the federal government was agreed upon to- 
night, to take effect immediately throughout 
Mexico. It was signed by Judge Carbajal, 
the federal peace envoy, and Dr. Vasquez 
Gomez, José Pino Suarez, and Francisco 
Madero Sr., the members of the rebel peace 
commission. 

This is the first general armistice agreed 
upon since the revolution began last Novem- 
per, and is expected to call a halt to warfare 
in central and southern Mexico, 

It is believed that within five days a per- 
manent peace agreement will be made.

When. President Taft last December enun- 
ciated the doctrine of comprehensive arbitre- 
tion, he received a quick response from Am- 
bassadors Bryce and Jusserand that Great 
Britain and France were willing to begin ne- 
gotiations. 

The president instructed Secretary Knox to 
crystallize the proposition which this govern- 
ment would offer. The secretary hasevolved 
a document which expends the scope of 
the existing arbitration treaties by eliminat- 
ing the exceptions referring to questions 
of vital interest and national honor.“ 


Inquiry as Last Resort. 

Recognizing that there may be questions 
of policy and other matters likely to force 
nations to the brink of war, but which no 
people would be willing to arbitrate, the ten- 
tative draft of the treaty provides that differ- 
ences that either party consider within this 
category. shall be referred to a commission of 
inquiry. 

Arbitration in all cases will be a last re- 
sort. After the twocountries have concluded 
it u impossible to settle a dispute through 
diplomatic interchange, the question will be 


| submitted to a commission of inquiry. 


The United States senate will not be asked 
to relinquish its right to pase upon the ques- 
tion of arbitrating each dispute. All agree- 
ments to arbitrate will be entered into with 
“the advice and consent of the senate,’ as 
under existing conventions. 


Statement Made by Knox. 

The tentative draft of the proposed treaty 
was described by Secretary Knox today in 
the following official statement: 

The department has completed a draft 
of a general arbitration treaty, which has 
been approved by the president and will be 
submitted to the Freneh and British am- 
bassadors. This draft represents what this 
government believes to be a bound basis 
for negotiations for the extension of the 
scope of its arbitration treaties. 

The general features of the draft are 
these: It expands the scope of our existing 
general arbitration agreements by elim- 
inating the exceptions contained in existing 
ones of questions of vital interest and na- 
tional honor. 

It Ja proposed that all differences that 
are internationally justifiable shall be sub- 
mitted to The Hague tribunal, unless by spe- 
cial agreement some other tribunal is cre- 
ated or selected. 


Provides Inquiry Commission. 

“It provides that differences that either 
country thinks are not internationally jus- 
ticlable shall be referred to a commission of 
inquiry with power to make recommenda- 
tions for their settlement. This cofimission 
to be made up of nationals of the two gov- 
ernments who are members of the Hague 
court.

cision, the commission of inquiry shall in- 
vestigate the difference with a view of rec- 
ommending a settlement that will preclude 
the necessity of arbitration.”

Emil Hoechster, one of the leaders in Ger- 
man-American local politics, presided. The 
meeting was addressed principally by Irish- 
American orators. The hal] was filled and 
there was much enthusiasm. 


Speakers Bitter Against England. 

Although the name of the president of the 
United States was not mentioned, yet the 
policy of his government was attacked, espe- 
cially with reference to the proposed treaty 
of arbitration on the pretense that closer 
relations between the two great English 
speaking nations will promote the peace of 
the world but which in reality amounts to a 
déclaration to the rest of the world of an 
Anglo-American alliance.” 

Not since the old time Irish-American 
meetings in Central Music hall, when 
Michael Davitt, William O'Brien, Charles 
Stewart Parnell, and other celebrities asso- 
elated with the Irish cause spoke there, has 
there been heard such a. program of bitter 
speech against England. 

Other speakers were James J. Regan of 
St. Paul, Minn., national president of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians; Thomas J. Ma- 
loney, mayor of Council Bluffs, Ia., national 
treasurer of the same organization, and 
Mathew J. Huss, a leader in local German- 
American societies. 


Called “Vampire Empire.”

Irish societies, referred to Britain as the 
vampire empire, whose interests were con- 
ducted by “ oily gentlemen who would have 
us. believe the treaty, in reality an alliance. 
was an affair of love, but a love affair which 
should be hipped in its incipiency. 

Quin O’Brien said it was better to make 
terms with England. He based hisargument 
on the ever incredsing advances of the little 
brown men of Japan and other orienta! in- 
fluences, which, he argued, must. be com- 
batted, commercially and diplomatically.

Speaker Adkins, when he as- 
sumed his office, stated that all bills should 
have the right to a roll call in harmony with 
this constitutional requirement.

„On last Saturday he told Mr. Judah, who 
has had charge of the bill in the house, that 
he would not permit a roll call upon the water- 
way bill, but would insist upon his making a 
motion to make its consideration a special 
order, which would require 102 votes upon this

“TI request the speaker to call at my 
office, which he did on Saturday last, when he 
gave me the same information. I insisted 
that this was neither keeping his word nor 
obeying the law. 


Two-Thirds Vote Demanded. 

“He said he would require a two-thirds 
vote to have it made a special order, but that 
he woulé have the committee meet and make 
a report, which would likely be unfavorable 
to the bill, and would then permit Mr. Judeh 
to make the motion for the special order. 

I thereupon asked him to fix a date when 
thie would be done. He said he could not do 
so, but that I could rely upon his word that 
it would-be done in ample time. I then sent 
for Mr. Smejkal,)chairman of the commit- 
tee, who said he would call the committee to- 
gether, have a hearing, and report the bill 
to the house, but likely with an ee 
recommendation.

Hearing Refused by Adkins. 

“After the speech made by the speaker this 
morning Mr. Judah went to him and in re- 
sponse to questions the speaker said no hear 
ing would be had before the committee on 
waterwey matters; that the committee 
would not meet; that no report would be 
made; that he would not permit him to move 
to recall the bill from the committee under 
the rules of the house which would require 
seventy-seven votes, and that no recognition 
whatever would be given in reference to ac- 
tion upon the waterway Dill, amd that nothing 
would be permitted to be done with it during 
this session. 

“A statement of the facts regarding this 
matter will shed light upon some matters 
which may be obscure in the minds of those 
uninformed regarding this question. 

“ The forty- -fourth general assembly: in 1905 
authorised me to appoint the interna} tm- 
provement commission of Iinois to study 
what collateral benefits would accrue to Int 
nois from the digging of the proposed water- 
way. The report of the commission showed, 
among other collateral advantages, that 
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cal horsepower eee 32.500. 
000 per annum could be developed in the 

etretch of waterway between Lockport and 

Utica. 

5 People Voted for Waterway. | 

“The general asembly of 1907, to which the 
report of the commision was made, there- 
upon submitted to the people a constitutional 
amendment authorizing the issuance of $20,- 
000,000 in bonds for the digging of the water- 
way and utilization by the state of the water- 
power created thereby. At the genera! elec- 
tion of 1908 the people by a majority of 495,000 
adopted this constitutional amendment, 

“The internal improvement commission 
therefore framed a bill im harmony with 
the constitutional amendment which was 
Passed by the senate at the regular session 
of 180 and sent to the house, but was never 
reported on there, and the house and senate | 
adjourned in a condition of deadlock in refer- 
ence thereto. 

At a special session called by me on Dee. 
14, 1909, the senate again enacted the water- 
way bill prepared by the international im- 
provement commission, the house again re- 
fusing to report or consider it, and the bill 
did not receive an epportuatty for a hearing 
or a vote in the house. | 


Adkins Refuses a Roll Call. 

“At the present session of the general as- 
sembly, the senate again enacted the water- 
wey bill. It has been sent to the house and 
the speaker again refuses to permit a rol) call 
upon it or to have it considered either in 
committee or by the houseof represntatives. 

“It will be recalled that, during the previous 
genera) assemblies, a minority of the Repub- 
licans bolted the party caucus and estab- 
lished a bi-partisan alliance which it was un- 
derstood was created chiefly to effect an 
organization to prevent action upon water- 
way matters in harmony with the conatitu- 
tional amendment, and that at the beginning 
of the present session, when tha Republican. 
caucus was had to chovse a speaker a like 
minority refused to enter the caucus and to 
vote for any person except for such as should 
be submitted by tne minority for the Repub- 
Ucan speaker. 

Among the names submitted by the minor- 
ity was that of Mr. Adkins, who was elected 
and who has pursued the policy adopted by 
the bi-partisan organization in the last gen- 
eral assembly. 


ot the waterway bil) in the last general as- 
sembly insisted that no action should be 
taken until the federal government should 
appropriate an indefinite number of millions 
in aid of the building of the waterway, in ag- 
dition to the $20,000,000 to be provided by, the 
state of Illinois. 


Plans Made by Commission. 

„Tho internal improvement commission of 
Illinois made elaborate plans and specifica- 
tions and estimated that the work of water- 
way construction and water power develop- 
ment could be done within the $20,000,000. 

“A special board of army engineers, cre- 
ated at the last session of congress under the 
rivers and harbors act, of which Gen. Bixby 
is chief, has approved the plans and esti- 
mates made by the Nunols interna) improve- 
ment commission, and later the general board 
of army engineers, the final board 9f appeal 
in such matters, to which the special boerd 
reported, has approved these plans and esti- 
mat ea. 

The special board of army engineers had 
authority to confer with a like agency of our 
state and in view of the failure of our gen- 
eral assembly to create such an agency, I 
requested Isham Randolph, president of the 
internal improvement commission of Illinois, 
to act for our state and he was permitted to 
do so by the un of the federal commis- 
sion. 


Help of President Spurned. | : 

“On April 17, 1911, President Taft ad- 
dressed to me a letter in which he said that 
in view of the fact that the state of Illinois 
had appointed the commission with which the 
federal commission could confer and nego- 
tiate regarding waterway matters, he would 
recommend to the congress that the term of 
service of said board be continued and that 
it be empowered to reopen the question of the 
treatment of the lower IHinois river and to 
negotiate with a cémmission hereafter to be 
created by your (the Dlinois) general assem- 
bly, and to agree with such commission upon 
a plan for the improvement of the lower IIli- 
nols river and upon the extent to which the 
United States may properly cotperate with 
the state in securing the construction of a 
navigable waterway from Lockport to the 
mouth of the Illinois river in conjunction with 
the development of water power by the state 
between Lockport and Utica.

Other Delays in House. 


“It cannot fall to attract the attention of 
most of the casual observers that the house 
of represenatives has deferred the considera- 
tion of important legislation until after the 
senate had passed a resolution to adjourn on 
the 10th instant. In this way a vast number 
of bills haye been allowed to accumulate on 
the calendar, and in this situation the speak- 
er construes the rules to be that no bill can 
be considered on the floor except by unani- 
mous consent, unless it is made a special 
order, réquiring 102 votes rather than the 77 
which the constitution requires. 

“In this way a small minority, represented 
by the speaker, can nullify constitutional 
provisions and guarantees and direct the 
course of legislation in utter regard of the 
will of the majority of the house membership.

GETS DEATH BLOW 


Resolution for Constitutional 
Amendment Practically 
Killed in the House, 


CLINGS TO LAST STRAW. 


Consideration Postponed After 
Roll Call Shows No Chance 
of Its Adoption. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, III., May 17,—[Speetal.]—The 
Proposed constitutional amendment remold- 
ing the revenue article of the constitution 


of the state went to smash in the house 


this morning. On a roll call, requiring 102 
votes to adopt the joint resolution, 66 votes 
were registered for it and 55 against it. Of 
the affirmative votes 56 came from Re- 
publicans and 48 nays were delivered by 
Democrats. | 

The roll call on the adoption of the reve- 
nue amendment was not officially announced, 
because of a motion of Representative Ham- 
ilton to postpone further consideration. ‘:his 
keeps the resolution technically alive, but it 
is hardly possible that another attempt will 
be made to call it up- 

Report is strong that the killing of the 
revenue amendment was deliberately 
planned to pave the way for a fresh and 
sudden renewal of the initiative and refer- 
endum issue during the closing hours of 
the session. 


Opposed by Labor Lobby. 

The labor lobby, representing the organized 
labor interests, went through the Cook coun- 
ty delegation threatening certain defeat for 
the members should they vote for the Ham- 


ton resolution. 


Lee O' Neil Browne took the leadership of 


the debate against the resolution, and per- 
jsonally lined up as many of the Democrats 


as he could on the negative side. 

The plans of the initiative and referendum 
people are not disclosed publicly, but there 
is much evidence that they have something 
up their sleeve. 

Representatives of the Chicago Civic fed- 
eration and of the affiliated organizations 
of commerctal and business associations 
were badly surprised by the vote. The be 
lief had prevailed that enough votes would 
be recorded to send the amendment out to 
the people for their consideration. 


Baird and Sutherland Talk. 

W. W. Baird, chairman of the codperating 
committee of the Chicago real estate board 
and other organizations, sald: 

‘The defeat of the revenue amendment fs 
a decided step backward. It means the con- 
tinuation of the present chaotic and inequit- 
able methods of levying assessments. Lack 
of comprehension of the proposed amend- 
ment on the part of some of the members 
and the creation of false notions and preju- 
dices by disappointed advocates of the initi- 
ative and referendum, with the apparent 
purpose of revenge, brought about the defeat 
ot the needed revenue enabling legislation 
in the house.“

* woman's ten hour bill was mangled in the 
house today on second reading and is s

The bill was amended by a vote of 62 to 61 
to provide that the number of hours in any 
week during which a woman may be re- 
quired to work shall be sixty. The original 
measure provided that women should not 
work more than ten hours in any consecu- 
tive twenty-four houre. Edward D. Shurt- | 
leff offered the amendment and fought it 
through to adoption. He was opposed by 
Representative Chiperfleld, who championed. 
the bill as it stood. 

‘Miss Agnes Nestor, represonting the work- 
ing women of Chicago before the legislature, 
is disappointed at the turn of affairs. She 
said only open treachery to the cause of labor 
and to women generally by certain of the 
legislators could have effected the adoption 
of the Shurtleff amendment. 3 

It is not improbable the women in the 
Chicago lobby may now urge the defeat 
of the bill, unless they get assurance from the 
senate that the bill, should it get past the 
house, would be changed in a conference com- 
mittee. ä . 

If the bill, as amended by Mr. Shurtleff, 
gets on the books, its friends assert it would 
tend to wipe off the law which the women 
forced into the statutes at the last session. 
which establishes the ten hour day for wom- 
en in certain lines of industry. The present 
measure was aimed to extend that law to 
all sorts of industries. 


CHILD ACTOR UELCHED. 


Tilinois Senate Refuses to Reconsider

Knowing Beans. 

F you do not know beans, this ig the time 
of year to learn them. Go to the counters 
of the seedman, read his labels, and reflect 
On your ignorance of this most precious 
of food products. Bean lore ig almost as 

unknown as mushroom wisdom. Even the 
scarlet runner, mainly grown because of its 
bright scarlet flower, is good to eat. The 
English broad Windsor bean is as interesting 
to look at as a museum curiosity, but it is good 
to eat, boiled in salt and water, and served 
with butter and parsley or with a piece of 
bacon. 

They are all interesting—-the white kidney, 
the royal white kidney, the Davis white kid- 
ney,.the kidney wax, the dwarf wax (black), 
the dwarf horticultural, the Mohawk, the Old 
Homestead, the Lazy Wife, the navy, the pea 
bean, and all the others, | 

There is a homely picturesqueness about 
beans—just beans, pole, bush, or climbers— 
that has been lost sight of, just as we have 
lost sight of the great resource a store of a 
half dozen or a dozen varieties of these beans 
would be. | 


ee 


But such services as these are negligible— 
beans were made to eat, and we should be 
richer and happier if we knew their complete 
répertoire. Now that art is being displaced by 
science in cookery, it is bringing back the 
bean to a more general service, and it 16 to 
be hoped that all the varieties will be re- 
stored to their place in the cuisine, as vege- 
table, soup ingredient, garnish, salad, and ag 
the central dish of the table. 

Black Bean Soup with Foree Meat Balls.— 
Soak one cupful of black beans, boil untl 
tender, mash through a sieve, add a little 
thyme, red pepper and walt, and a little meat 
stock. Put the bean pulp and stock on to 
boil and when, ready to serve drop the meat 
balls piping höt into the tureen with two or 
three slices of hard. boiled egg and lemon if 
desired, Force meat balls: Chop a small piece 
of mutton fine, add an equal amount of flour, 
form into tiny balls, drop into hot fat, and 
fry brown.

Black Bean Soup I.—One pint of black 
beans, two quarts of water, one small onion, 
one-fourth teaspoonful of celery salt, one-half 
teaspoonful salt, one-eighth teaspoonful pep- 
per, two tablespoonfuls butter, one and a half 
tablespoonfuls of flour. Soak beans over 
night, drain, and add cold water and onion 
chopped fine. Simmer for three or four hours, 
or until the beans are soft; d more water 
as water boils away. When done rub through 
a sieve, reheat to the boiling point, add sea- 
soning, thicken with flour, and add butter.— 
Mrs. V. H. Whipple, 6640 Woodlawn avenue. 

Black Bean Soup II.—One cupful of black 
beans, one and a half quarts of cold water, 
ful butter, one and a fourth tablespoonfuls 
beans, one and a half quarts of cold water, one- 
half onion, one-half .teaspoonful salt, one- 
eighth teaspoonful pepper, one tablespoonful 
butter, one and a fourth tabtespoonfuls flour, 
one hard boiled egg, one-half lemon. Soak 
beans over night; in the morning drain and 
add cold water and.onion. Cook slowly until. 
beans are soft. Rub through a sieve, heat to 
boiling point, add salt and pepper, bind with 
the flour and butter cooked together. Cut egg 
and lemon in thin slices, add to soup, and 
serve immediately.—-Miss H. L. Sheldon, Rock- 
ford, Til. 

Black Bean Soup IIl—One-half pint black 
beans, one ounce salt pork, one smal! onion, 
one-half of a lemon. Soak the beans over 
night and put them on to doll in three pints 
of water, adding one-half saltspoonful of soda 
if the water is hard. “When the beans begin 
to soften throw the water away and renew, 
adding the salt pork cut into bits and the | 
onion sliced, also one clove’ and seasoning. 
Strain them when they are perfectly soft— 
do not try to do it before this—through a fine 
sieve. Add hot water if the pu is thicker 
than liked. Slice the lemon vety thin and 
pour the soup over it. Serve very\hot and at

HAYM SALOMON. 

„1 came here tonight,” said President 
Taft, not to make a speech but to second 
the motion thet a memorial be raised to the 
Jew who stood dy Robert Morris and 
financed the American revolution.” 

Three men took a conspicuous part in 
financing the revolution, and each of them 
could say with truth that republics are un- 
grateful. They were the Frenchman, Beau- 
marchais; and the American, Robert Mor- 
ris; and Haym Salomon—the latter by re- 
ligion a Jew. The names of Beaumarchais 
and Morris are familiar, while that of Salo- 
mon is not, but in the “times that tried 
men’s souls” the wealth he had acquired 
as merchant and banker was put at the 
service of the continental congress. That 
was in addition to the services he rendered 
in negotiating the war subsidies obtained in 
France and Holland. if 

When Haym Salomon died in 1785 he had 
not been repaid all he advanced the gov- 
ernment. His heirs have repeatedly peti- 
tioned congress, but have been rebuffed. If 
it will not pay a just debt of the nation it 
might et least vote a monument. 

The services of the Jew banker and mer- 
chant were such as to make him worthy of 


a memorial. The memorial would serve 


another purpose. It would bring home to 
many who are not aware of it that there 
were Jews in this country at the time of the 
revolution and that they, like men of other 
religions, took an active part in the strug- 
gle for independence. Some were in the 
army, and others, like Haym Salomon, fur- 
nished the sinews of war for the conti- 
nentals. > 

Occasionally anti-Semitic sentiment, ma- 
lignant or silly, manifests itself in this coun- 
try. One antidote for it would be an official 
recognition-such as a memorial to Haym 
Salomon would be—of what the Jew did to 
make this country free. He earned thereby 
the right to make it the asylum of oppressed 
co-religionists of other lands.

This was published in Tan Trisunm of 
Tuesday, May 16, and brought a number 
of telephone messages from readers that 40 
cents a hundred pounds still was being 
charged.

He failed to 
reach President Field, but talked to the sec- 
retary, Mr. Walter. He reported that Mr. 
Walter declared that all the patrons of the 
company who have been paying for ice at 
the rate of more than 30 cents per 100 pounds 
could have the additional sum refunded, ex- 
plaining that employés of the compgny must 
have charged the extra price without having 
any authority to do so. | 

This was published in yestenday’s 
(Wednesday’s) ‘Prrpunx, and we have since 
learned that, upon inquiry at the Knicker- 
bocker Ice company’s offices, patrons were 
told that Tun T'R1nuNn»’s reports were false 
and thet Tripunz reporters are liars. 

Therefore, Tom TRIBUNE yesterday sent a 
third reporter to the company. He'was un- 
able to find Mr. Field, but found Mr. Shedd, 
the vice president, and elicited the explana- 
tion that the increase reported was all on 
the north side, and was not an increase, be- 
cause the price in this territory had been 
lowered below the regular rate in other di- 
visions of the city on account of rate cutting 
by competitors. The raise, Mr. Shedd ar- 
gued, was merely a restoration of the gen- 
eral rate. |

MPEROR NICHOLAS celebrates to- 
morrow his forty-third birthday, and 
among the guests gathered from home 
and abroad at St. Petersburg in honor 
of the occasion none will receive 
greater attention than the Crown Prince and 
Crown Princess of Germany. The latter will 
be particularly welcome. For she is half 
Russian, her mother, the widowed Grand- 
duchess of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, being the 
onty daughter of that old Grandduke Michael 
Nicholaiovitch, who until his death two years: 
ago was the most venerated and univer- 
sally respected of all the members of the 
reigning house of Romanoff, renowned for 
his integrity, and for the liberalism of his 
Ideas, and trusted above all others by his 
grandnephew, the present czar, who held him 
in quite special affection. The crown princess, 
as might be expected, talks Russian perfect- 
ly, has the sprightliness, the brilliancy, and 
the taste for feminine elegancies of the Rus- 
sian great lady, and ie being welcomed at St. 
Petersburg not merely as the future Em- 
press of Germany but as a near, dear, and 
particularly attractive relative. 
Nicholas, who was but 26 when he succeeded

From her interest in the chapel music 
she was brought into daily contact with the 
young organist, a winsome, fascinating 
Irishman, and in the most natural and sim- 
ple way it came about that after service 
Was over, and the rest of the family and 
household had left the chapel, she would re- 
main to practice the music with him. It ts 
nothing strange that in the hours sitting 
together after matins and vespers the young 


and enthusiastic Lady Blanche and the im- 
pulsive young Irish organist should fall in 


love with each other.

After their marriage Lady Blanche found 
the prejudices of her family and of her rela- 
tives against her husband on account of his 
birth too strong to admit of his remaining 
in England, without being subjected to hu- 
millating ostracism, and so they came to 
the United States to embark upon a new 
life and to earn their own living—Lady 
Blanche in the realms of Hterature and 
Thomas Murphy first as an organist, at New 
Rochelle, N. Y., and then as an organist at. 
New Conway, where he also taught music at 
the Rev. Frederick Thompson's boys’ school 
at Three Elma. 

Lady Blanche wrote a good deal for the 
Scribner’s, for the 
Catholic Review, and for the Catholic World, 
etc., yet found time to do all her housework, 
for she and her husband were too poor to keep 
even a single servant William Dean Howells 
was her firm friend and mentor in literature 
and was wont to declare that she had the most 
analytical mind of any woman whom he had 
ever known. *

Without being beautiful she was a pretty 
little woman, with a fresh rosy face, framed 
in thick golden brown hair, modest and shy 
+altogether singularly attractive. She died 
suddenly from pneumonia in 1881 at the age 
of 35, her husband surviving her unt! 1890, 
and while his body has found a resting place 
in this country hers was taken over to Eng- 
lanai and reposes beside that of her mother 
in the family mausofeum of the ancestral 
country seat of Exton Park, from which she 
made her runaway match with Tom Murphy. 

Lady Blanche as a child had a curious en- 
counter with Pius IX. The Noels have not 
always been Catholics. Indeed, it was the 
late Earl of Gainsborough, father of Lady 
Blanche, renowned for his piety and for his 
homeliness, who was the first to turn to the

Philadelphia, Pa., May 17.—[Spectal I The 
national conference on city planning, which 
closed here tonight, adopted a resolution 
calling upon the federal and state govern- 
ments to conduct a systematic research in 
the legal phases of city planning, with a 
view to making possible at some future time 
a general city planning code applicable to 
the needs of American cities. 

The general topic of the morning session 
was Street Widths and Their Subdivision,” 
presented by Charles Malford Robinson of 
Rochester, N. T., and John Nolen of Cam- 
bridge, Mass. | : 

The report of the committee on legal and 
administrative methods included forms for 
model state and city laws covering problems 


| that arise in executing important changes 


in street widths, the acquirement of park 
areas, and the contro! of transportation fa- 
cilities,

One of the leaders, in discussing the re- 
pom submitted by Chairman A. W. Crawford 
of Philadelphia, was Prof. Ernst Freund of 
the University of Chicago Law school. He 
stated his belief that existing laws prop- 
erly construed and availed of, meet many of 
the existing needs, but indorsed heartily 
the efforts to arrive at uniformity in the 
several states. 

That the effects of the conference will be 
far reaching ie the opinion of all who have 
attended its seven sessions, the last of which 
was held this afternoon, when the prinei- 
ples of a uniform city planning code en- 
gaged the attention of the conference. 

It was voted unanimously to hold another 
city planning conference next year and the 
officers and executive members: who have 
had in charge the present conference were 
reélected to arrange for next year’s event.

Goodyear Residence at 4840 
Green wood Avenue Purchased 
for $75,000, 


The former country residence of C. K. d.
